FUNDING BOOST 
FOR APPRENTICES 


HUNDREDS of new apprenticeships 
are set to be created across Walsall 
under £500,000 plans to tackle unem¬ 
ployment. 

Cash is to be ploughed into extending the 
borough council’s Walsall Works initiative for 


the next three years. 

It is anticipated around 
210 apprenticeships and 
traineeships will be created 
along with support for 800 
jobseekers by 2018. 

The initial £2.2 million 
Walsall Works project was 
launched by the authority in 
2012 and has so far offered 
support with training and 
employment to more than 
1,500 people aged 16 to 24. 

This has included 475 full 
apprenticeships. 

It has also been expanded 
to help older people find va¬ 
cancies. 

The scheme has aimed 
to drive down unemploy¬ 
ment by offering incentive 
payments for businesses to 
train each young person in 
industries including engi¬ 
neering and manufacturing, 
construction and health and 
social care. 

Backing 

Walsall Works has also 
received financial backing 
through the likes of Sills 
Funding Agency, Depart¬ 
ment for Work and Pensions 
and employers through sal¬ 
aries. 

Following the success, the 
council is now set to agree 
to invest £400,000 from re¬ 
serves and £100,000 from 
the initial budget allocation 
to carry on the programme. 

The intention is for 110 
full apprenticeships and 100 
young people put through 
traineeships. 

A further 600 will be 
helped with securing em¬ 
ployment and training and 
another 200 people aged

Fewer on 
the beat 
as police 
axe to fall 

UP to 2,500 West Midlands 
Police officers and staff are 
set to be axed in the next 
four years as the force bat¬ 
tles to save a further £120 
million. 

Chief Constable Chris 
Sims warned the cuts would 
result in fewer bobbies on 
the beat and major changes 
to the force’s neighbourhood 
policing programme. 

Some £126m has already 
been cut from the budget 
since 2010 and 3,000 people 
lost from the payroll. Over¬ 
all, this means the strength 
of the force is expected to 
fall by more than 5,000 peo¬ 
ple to just 8,500 in a decade. 

West Midlands Police 
Federation deputy chairman 
Tom Cuddeford said: “You 
need boots on the ground 
and fewer officers working 
the beat means less engage¬ 
ment with local communi¬ 
ties.” 

The force’s 2020 Blue¬ 
print, which pinpoints 36 
major changes to working 
practices, aims to make the

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Sex offenders' whereabouts unknown 


ALMOST 40 convicted sex offend¬ 
ers in the West Midlands have gone 
missing, it has been revealed. One 
has been missing for almost 10 
years. 

Police admit they do not know the 
whereabouts of 39 registered sex of¬ 
fenders, one whom went missing in 
2006, and a further nine between 
2010 and 2012. 

After London, the West Midlands 


has the highest number number of 
missing sex offenders in England. 

West Mercia Police said six reg¬ 
istered sex offenders were missing, 
including one whose whereabouts 
had been unknown for eight years. 

Across the country, 396 sex of¬ 
fenders are wanted, including some 
who have been missing for more 
than a decade. 

Registered sex offenders - includ¬ 


ing rapists and paedophiles - are 
required to inform police and proba¬ 
tion officers of their addresses and 
are supposed to be monitored by of¬ 
ficials working under multi-agency 
public protection arrangements. 

In a statement through cam¬ 
paign group The Phoenix Post, 
Sara Payne, whose daughter Sarah 
was abducted and killed in 2000 by 
convicted paedophile Roy Whiting, 


said: “It’s completely unacceptable 
that any registered sex offenders 
have disappeared from authority 
management, putting the public at 
risk.” 

A Home Office spokesman said: 
“It is for the police to manage of¬ 
fenders in their area, but we work 
closely with forces to ensure legis¬ 
lation is effective and that officers 
have all the tools they need.”

NIP'S call 
on voting 
is set for 
a kicking 

AN MP’s bid for a law to fine 
people for not turning out 
to vote is to be kicked into 
touch after being scheduled 
for debate on the last day of 
Parliament before the Gen¬ 
eral Election. 

MPs are not even due 
to sit on March 27 when 
Walsall North MP David 
Winnick’s ‘civic obligation’ 
proposals are slated for a 
second reading. 

Even if they do sit, it is 
among 36 separate items 
of business and other bills 
brought by MPs. 

The Labour MP, who is 
defending a 990 majority on 
May 7, vowed to press ahead 
with it if he is re-elected. 

He said: “I make no apol¬ 
ogy in starting a debate over 
whether there should be a 
civic obligation or duty to 
vote in general elections. 
The debate will certainly 
continue after the May elec¬ 
tion.” 

Mr Winnick, who has rep¬ 
resented Walsall North for 
36 years, called on whoever 
forms the next government 
to ‘have the guts to do what 
is necessary’ to put his pro¬ 
posals on its agenda so they 
have a chance of becoming 
law. 

He said: “If we want our 
democracy to flourish and 
strengthen we should do 
what we can to get people to 
participate in elections.” 

Party names 
Ukip hopeful 

UKIP have chosen a new 
candidate to contest a par¬ 
liamentary seat held by the 
Conservatives in Walsall. 

Anthony Thompson was 
chosen as Prospective Par¬ 
liamentary Candidate for 
Aldridge-Brownhills follow¬ 
ing Paul White’s resigna¬ 
tion. 

Mr White stood down 
after relocating to Blackpool 
for business reasons. 

The seat has been held by 
Conservative Sir Richard 
Shepherd since 1979 but he 
is standing down and the 
Tories have chosen Wendy 
Morton to try to hold it in 
his place. 

Bus route boost

Village braced for Broadchurch effect

A GREAT Wyrley resident believes televi¬ 
sion drama Arthur & George could have a 
Broadchurch-like effect on the village. 

Paul Ridgway reckons hundreds of eager 
visitors could flock to see the sites of the no¬ 
torious horse maimings. 

Mr Ridgway’s late grandfather Roland 
Ridgway documented the scandal more than 
60 years before the release of Julian Barnes’ 
book which inspired the ITV drama. 

Paul said: “If you had gone to West Bay 
in Dorset, where Broadchurch is based, six 
or seven years ago you would have seen a 
tiny fishing village with a cafe and maybe 


a hotel. But now you can’t move because 
of how many visitors are there because of 
Broadchurch.” 

The 47-year-old said he was glad to see 
the village back in the spotlight again but 
was eager to point out that Barnes was 
not the only person to chronicle the horse 
maimings of the early 1900s. 

His grandfather had already spent most 
of the 1940s speaking to people who lived in 
Great Wyrley when the mystery unfolded 
and recorded everything. But the prohibi¬ 
tive cost of printing at the time and the fact 
the local historian was still researching up 


to his death in 1993 meant he never saw 
his findings put into print. It was not for 
another nine years after his death that the 
work became recognised. 

The maimings provide one of 33 chapters 
in The Bygone Days of Cheslyn Hay. 

Of the TV adaptation, Paul said: “My 
granddad would have loved it because it 
puts Cheslyn Hay and Great Wyrley on the 
map. 

“I think a lot of people think this is some 
sort of Sherlock Holmes story but this is 
something which happened and was very 
real.” 


Elderly facing charges for 
emergency alarm scheme 


MORE than 2,000 Walsall pensioners are fac¬ 
ing a £150-a-year charge for their free com¬ 
munity alarm. 

Some 3,700 people in the borough use the 24-hour, 
seven-day-a-week response service. It is currently 
provided free to 2,400 people aged 80 and over. 

However, council bosses are now looking at changes to 
the scheme in a shake-uD of social care services. 


Plans for 
safety on 
the roads 

MAIN routes in Walsall 
are being lined up for more 
than £800,000 of improve¬ 
ments following a series of 
accidents. 

The main ring road, 
Broadway, Sutton Road and 
the town centre are among 
those being looked at for 
safety measures. 

Junction improvements, 
better crossings and road 
markings are being consid¬ 
ered by council highways 
chiefs subject to securing 
funding and firm designs 
being drawn up. 

Pedestrian facilities and 
junction improvements are 
being looked at on the ring 
road along the Littleton 
Street stretch as part of a 
£270,000 scheme. Highways 
chiefs are also putting to¬ 
gether proposals for 20mph 
zones in the town centre and 
upgrading pedestrian links 
under a £396,000 scheme. 

The council is also con¬ 
sidering warning signs and 
new pedestrian refuge at 
Broadway West, near West 
Bromwich Street and cross¬ 
ing build outs on Sutton 
Road under designs worth 
more than £150,000. 


They are reviewing 
charges for home care, day 
care and supported living 
services to take into account 
new legislation in the Care 
Act and the Children and 
Families Act. 

The changes, expected to 
affect thousands of people, 
were being discussed by 
Walsall Council’s cabinet 
yesterday (Wednesday). 

It includes bringing in a 
£2.90 a week bill for every¬ 
one using the community 
alarms service, irrespective 
of age. In addition, over 
80s will have to pay if they 
receive an income greater 
than pension credit and dis¬ 
ability benefit. 

A report produced follow¬ 
ing public consultation re¬ 
vealed fears of some elderly 
people having the alarms re¬ 
moved and that they would 
be left vulnerable. 

Walsall Council said it 
wanted to ensure the coun¬ 
cil’s charges for social care 
are fair and based on peo¬ 
ple’s ability to pay. 

Terry Hawkins, interim 
assistant director of commu¬ 
nity care at the authority, 
said: “Under the new policy, 
there will be 57.5 per cent of 
people who will benefit. 

“Overall losers, there will 
be 42.5 per cent of people.” 

Under the proposed 
changes, people could also 
find themselves having to 
pay 90 per cent of their ‘dis¬ 
posable’ income towards 
the cost of their care if it is 
higher than the care bill.

Work to start on food court 


THE first phase of work to create 
a food court at Walsall’s Saddlers 
Shopping Centre has begun. 

Work is under way to transform 
a unit for Burger King. It should 
be completed by Sunday before the 
handover then takes place. 

Bosses say further discussions are 
taking place with other interested 
retailers. The fast-food chain said it 
was thought the plans could create 


around 30 jobs, although an exact 
figure is yet to be confirmed. The 
shopping centre, in Park Street, has 
never had a food court in its 35-year 
history. 

Bosses have revealed that busk¬ 
ing will be introduced inside the 
complex on Sundays to showcase 
local talent and help boost trade. 

The Saddlers Sunday sets are 
due to launch on March 29, when 


performers will be able to take up 
a pitch outside Oliver Adams and a 
piano will be available for people to 
have a go. 

Shopping centre manager Angela 
Henderson said: “They are chang¬ 
ing the unit back into a shell to get 
ready for the handover. 

“Burger King will hopefully kick- 
start the plans for the food court. 
There’s a lot of stuff happening be-

hind the scenes and discussions are 
taking place with a lot of people.” 

Burger King became the 54th 
deal to be signed since owners Top- 
land took over the shopping centre 
more than two years ago. 

Director of Topland Steve Pope 
added: “The addition of a food hub 
will appeal to existing shoppers but 
also the younger generation, who 
expect more food choice.” 


Market could return 
after four year absence 


DARLASTON Market could return for three 
days a week and be run by operators of the 
Bescot Sunday market. 

It is claimed the move will ‘breathe new life’ into 
the town. The market was axed four years ago be¬ 
cause of cost-cutting measures by Walsall Council 
following a fall in the number of traders. 


But, under fresh pro¬ 
posals, a new-look outdoor 
market on Mondays, Tues¬ 
days and Thursdays will be 
relaunched for at least two 
years by Bescot Promotions. 

It is hoped up to 50 stalls 
will operate in King Street 
and could open in May, sub¬ 
ject to approval from the 
cabinet at a meeting yester¬ 
day (Wednesday). 

The plan is for the council 
to agree a two-year licence 
with the option to extend for 
a further 12 months. 

Weekly 

A nominal fee will be paid 
for the first year and re¬ 
viewed on an annual basis. 

Steve Evans, of Bescot 
Promotions, which runs the 
weekly pitch outside the 
Banks’s Stadium, said they 
were keen to operate the 
market. 

He said: “We know the 
area, it is something that 
Darlaston Town Centre 
Partnership want. It will be 
a general market, I think it 
will go well.” 

The council’s regenera¬ 
tion chief, councillor Mo¬ 
hammad Nazir, said: “There

“The market has a 40- 
year history and its return 
will be a huge boost to trad¬ 
ers and the town as a whole.

A BRAVE Walsall woman has raised more 
than £14,000 or a hospital which is helping 
her battle a rare debilitating condition. 

Mother-of-two Helen Hill was diagnosed 
with gastroparesis - a chronic condition 
which means the stomach cannot empty 
itself. It followed three years ago, following 
months of being unwell and not being able 
to tolerate food. 

The 40-year-old, from Erdington Road in 
Aldridge, also has visceral myopathy which 
means her intestines don’t work properly. 

In short, she has multiple organ failure 
and has to eat through a feeding tube. 

“It’s completely changed my life,” Helen 
said. “My body is unable to process food so 
anything which goes in comes straight back 
out. 

“I don’t like to be negative about it but I 
do find it difficult. It affects everyday life, 
I can’t socialise and do normal things that 
everyone else does, I get quite tired and 
quite unwell. It is a major condition. 

“My trouble is I just keep smiling and no¬ 


body realises there is anything wrong with 
me.” 

At the moment, because of how rare the 
condition is, research is thin on the ground 
and there is no cure. 

But since last year Helen and her family 
have gone about changing that by embark¬ 
ing on a fundraising quest for St Mark’s 
Hospital in Harrow, London which has one 
of only two intestinal failure units in the 
country. 

The hospital is currently looking at cut¬ 
ting-edge research to grow bowel tissue. 
This will help people like Helen as well as 
those with Crohn’s disease and bowel can¬ 
cer. Helen initially aimed to raise £5,000 but 
now the pot stands at more than £14,000. 

Helen said: “We have exceeded all our ex¬ 
pectations. I just think I am going to keep 
going.”

“Investing in a higher 
standard of diagnostic 
equipment at local medical 
centres, realigning GP con¬ 
tracts into team GPs to pro¬ 
vide 24/7 cover in their areas 
and stopping the imposition 
of financial penalties, would 
begin to provide realistic, af¬ 
fordable solutions.”

TEN youth centres will shut 
in Walsall with the loss of 54 
jobs under council plans to 
restructure the service and 
save money.

£86m of savings over four 
years. Difficult decisions 
have had to be made but 
we’re trying to do so while 
protecting our residents, of 
all ages, as much as possible. 

“I see it as my moral duty 
to prioritise ensuring that 
services remain in place for 
the most vulnerable chil¬ 
dren in the borough. 

“As a result the youth 
work that is carried out in 
the borough, though much 
valued and appreciated is 
going to have to be delivered 
differently in the future.”

CAMPAIGNERS fighting to keep bus 
travel free for pensioners set off from 
Walsall to deliver a petition contain¬ 
ing nearly 200,000 signatures to 10 
Downing Street. 

The national Love the Bus Pass 
petition is led by Walsall Pensioners’ 
Convention. It was launched after the 
Government started calling for the 
concessionary pass available to all 
pensioners across the country to be 
reviewed in 2011, which raised fears 
that it may be axed in the future. 


Campaigners used their bus passes 
to get to London, setting off on Tues¬ 
day. Organiser Richard Worrall, who 
is a Walsall councillor, went on the 
trip using buses while other cam¬ 
paigners used their passes valid on 
trains before boarding buses later on 
in the journey. He has also written to 
more than 500 MPs to ask their posi¬ 
tion on the future of the bus pass. 

Councillor Worrall said: “So far, 
no political party has come up with a 
specific, detailed, no ifs no huts, pledge 


to keep the bus pass as it is. All they 
need to say is that they will keep the 
legislation in place. 

“What we have had, and which I 
urge people not to be fooled by, are a 
couple of general statements, notably 
from David Cameron on February 23 
in which he pledges to protect pen¬ 
sioner benefits, but also from UKIP 
in a manifesto in which they say they 
will maintain the bus pass. 

“Such statements just do not cut 
the mustard.”

Patient referrals

SHOULD he stay or should he 
go? The great Jeremy Clarkson 
debate seems to divide public 
opinion like few other matters at 
the moment. 

A million people have so far 
signed an online petition calling 
for the former Chronicle motor¬ 
ing writer to be reinstated as the 
Top Gear frontman. 

Meanwhile a YouGov poll of 
780 UK adults said that 45 per 
cent believe the purveyor of 
tweed and faded denim should 
be sacked over what has been 
quaintly described as a ‘fracas’. 

What I can’t understand is how 
any of these people feel they are 
in a position to pass judgement. 
Whether or not Clarkson keeps 
his job must surely be down to 
what happened at the hotel on 
the night in question, and noth¬ 
ing else taken into considera¬ 
tion. How many of the 45 per 
cent calling for Clarkson to be 
sacked, or for that matter the 
million people who think he’s 
Jack the Lad, have any idea of 
the events that took place? 

If Clarkson really did punch a 
producer in the face, then he’s 
obviously on very thin ice in¬ 
deed. Nobody, wherever they 
work, should be allowed to as¬ 
sault a colleague in that way, and 
it would be hard to see how he 
could keep his position. 

However, if he didn’t punch 
anybody, then he should be al¬ 
lowed to get on with his job. It is 
a matter about discipline in the 
workplace, not an ideological 
battle between white van men 
and Guardian readers. 

If 45 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion think Clarkson is a loud¬ 
mouthed, opinionated oaf, that 
is fair enough. He probably 
wouldn’t argue with them. But it 
is not their place to decide what 
we can and can’t watch on tel¬ 
evision. 

Top Gear is one of the BBC’s 
most commercially successful 
programmes, bringing in millions 
of pounds for the corporation, 
much of which will be spent on 
the sort of worthy programmes 
the Clarkson-bashers love. 

Look, I don’t like Strictly Come 
Dancing very much, but if peo¬ 
ple want to watch it, that is up 
to them. I won’t be starting a 
petition for Len Goodman to be 
sacked. 

One aspect to the Clarkson 
row which seem to have slipped 
by unnoticed. The BBC report¬ 
edly paid nearly £6,000 to stay 
at the Simonstone Hall Hotel. 
The venue no doubt also derived 
considerable kudos from having 
some of the biggest stars on 
television staying there. Would 
it really have been too much for 
someone to have worked a few 
hours overtime so the Top Gear 
team could have had a cooked 
meal when they returned from a 
long day filming?

Master of origami, Mick 
Guy, is celebrating 50 
years practising the art. He 
spoke to ADAM BURLING 

HE helped spread the origami 
craze across the country - and 
has even appeared in one of 
the most famous science fic¬ 
tion films of all time. 

And now Mick Guy, of Bearwood, 
is celebrating 50 years of creating 
intricate figures simply by folding 
pieces of paper. 

He set up the British Origami Society 
aged 20 after being inspired by magician 
Robert Harbin. And his hand can be seen 
in science fiction classic Blade Runner 
holding the shape of a chicken he folded 
out of paper. 

When he started out, no-one had even 
heard of origami and there were no clubs 
in England for the pastime. But Mick, 
aged 68, has encouraged thousands of 
people over the years to develop their 
skills. 

Hexagons 

He spends hours each week coming up 
with new designs and looking for inspi¬ 
ration. 

His creations can range from a butter¬ 
fly which takes less than 50 seconds, to a 
series of hexagons and stars that he will 
spend days slaving over. 

The grandfather-of-five says good ori¬ 
gami can look Tike magic’ and he gets 
the most pleasure from seeing children’s 
faces transfixed as he produces the 
shapes. In 1982, he found himself fold¬ 
ing a two-inch chicken with legendary 
director Ridley Scott pointing a camera 
at him. The makers of Blade Runner had 
contacted the origami society looking for 
someone to do the job - and after an in¬ 
terview Mick was chosen. 

He said: “It is probably the most pres¬ 


sure I have ever been under in my life. 
The footage of me actually doing the 
folding ended up on the cutting room 
floor and was never used, but the ac¬ 
tual chicken is there and you can see 
my hand. It’s a claim to fame.” 

Mick started taking origami seriously 
when he bought a book by magician 
Robert Harbin, who had a TV show in 
the 1960s. 

He spent four weeks’ pocket money 


on it and followed every instruction in 
there. 

At the back of the book were details 
of enthusiasts in America, so Mick 
contacted them and within weeks has 
begun to form the British Origami So¬ 
ciety. 

It has now been going for 48 years 
and still meets every month in Bourn- 
ville, Birmingham. 

Mick was secretary for 17 years and 


is currently vice president. And he says 
he is proud that he has helped etch ori¬ 
gami into the public consciousness. The 
retired mechanical engineer, of Abbey 
Road, said: “Back then, if I stopped 
someone in the street and asked them 
what origami was, they wouldn’t have 
had a clue, but now most people have at 
least heard of it. 

“There is always something new to 
create and new designs to come up with. 

“You would think that you would run 
out but you never will. 

“My joy is making things as simple as 
possible and if I can entertain people, 
say by making a model that has an ac¬ 
tion, then that’s the best. 

“I love origami that is simple but ef¬ 
fective.” 

Baffled 

He is proudest of a piece that he calls 
‘You’re a Star’, which is a series of mul¬ 
ti-coloured stars and leaves many baffled 
as to how he managed to put it together 
without cutting out any shapes. 

He said: “I started to put it together 
and realised there was star coming out, 
and it developed from there. 

“That one took a lot of effort but it has 
really given me pleasure.” 

Though he is also kept busy as a 
member of the community trust run¬ 
ning Warley Woods just yards from his 
homes, he says origami will always be a 
major part of his life. 

And he would encourage anyone inter¬ 
ested in origami to give it a try - though 
he admits you need a certain amount of 
skill to start with. 

“You need to have dexterity, because 
there are some people that can’t fold a 
piece of paper in a straight line, so they 
would struggle,” he said. 

“I couldn’t draw an elephant but I can 
make one out of paper. 

“Something like a butterfly is a simple 
model that can be done in seconds and 
it’s a bit like magic that you can start 
with something so basic and end up with 
such a range of models.”

Chair tells story of actress Madeleine

IT’S a chair, but not as we know it. 
This work of art gives a glimpse into 
the life of one of the Black Country’s 
most famous exports. 

It tells the story of West Bromwich 
actress Madeleine Carroll, who went 
on to become the highest paid actress 
in Hollywood. And it is now in place at 
West Bromwich Central Library. 

It was created by West Brom- 
wich-born artist Hannah Graham. 

“Hannah came to us and we thought 
the idea was fantastic,” said Jackie 
Hawkins, senior supervisor at the li¬ 
brary. “Madeleine Carroll was such 
an interesting figure and one of West 
Bromwich’s most important exports. 

“She was born on Herbert Street 
in 1906 and went on to star in some 


of the biggest Hollywood films of that 
era, like The 39 Steps and On The 
Avenue. After that, she went on to 
join the Red Cross during the Second 
World War.” 

The chair, which is unique, features 
headphones and a screen which tell 
the story of Madeleine Carroll’s life. 
It was funded by the Arts Council and 
production house Black Country Tour¬ 
ing. The chair was officially opened by 
the Mayor of Sandwell last Monday. 

Mrs Hawkins said it has so far 
proved a popular attraction. 

“Visitors love it, we have even had 
pupils from the local Ryder’s Green 
Primary School come in and they 
thought it was fantastic,” she said. 

The chair is a permanent installa¬ 


tion and will remain at the library. 
Creator Hannah Graham, who is 
originally from West Bromwich and 
now lives in Edgbaston, said she ap¬ 
proached Black Country Touring, who 
are based at the library, in January 
with the idea. 

“The chair took around eight weeks 
to build in total, from figuring out how 
the iPod in the arm would work to re¬ 
cording the story,” Miss Graham said. 
“Originally we wanted speakers but 
then we realised that would not work 
in a library. 

“I used to work at the Public gallery, 
and although we had a monument to 
Madeleine Carroll I thought there 
needed to be more, as she was such a 
selfless, fascinating woman.”

DANGEROUS dogs have savaged trees in a Walsall street, 
ripping off the bark and destroying at least one, residents 
have claimed. A maple has been wrecked and is among 10 
trunks in Helston Road, Park Hall, with scratch marks. 

Paddock ward councillor Rose Martin said householders 
had reported that dogs including a Staffordshire Bull Ter¬ 
rier had been spotted tearing strips of bark from saplings.

Peter Washbrook, aged 66, whose grand-daughter Amy 
Hryhoruk, was bitten on the back of her head when she at¬ 
tacked by a Japanese Akita called Diesel, in Rushall, three 
years ago, said: “There’s obviously a dog out of control if 
it’s literally attacking the trees. It’s had a go at 10 trees and 
a hedge and if it’s attacking trees it might attack people.”

A PARAMEDIC from Walsall who 
gave a Nazi salute at a German 
police officer during a football 
game has quit his job. 

Aston Villa fan Jason Southall, aged 
44, was found guilty of racially aggra¬ 
vated harassment South Sefton Mag¬ 
istrates Court. 

It followed the incident at his team’s 
match against Liverpool on September 13 
last year. But before his employers West 
Midland Ambulance Service could take dis¬ 
ciplinary action, Southall quit his job. 

He had denied the charge but was found 
guilty of the offensive gesture and handed 
a three-year match ban and fined £500. He 
was sentenced on Friday March 5. 

Murray MacGregor, spokesman for West 
Midlands Ambulance Service said the ser¬ 
vice was “appalled at the actions of an am¬ 
bulance emergency medical technician who 
has been convicted of racially aggravated 
harassment. 

“The service can confirm that Mr South- 
all resigned from the Trust with immediate 
effect before disciplinary action could be 
taken against him. 

“As a trust, such a deeply offensive ges¬ 
ture cannot be condoned and we welcome 
the actions of Liverpool FC and Merseyside 
Police to bring this case to court.” 

The court heard how the hooligan aimed 
the Nazi salute at Christine Leveth, who 
was wearing her German Polizei uniform. 

She was attending the match along¬ 
side Merseyside Police officers as part of 
a course development when she was sub¬ 
jected to the abuse. 

The court heard that Ms Leveth did not 
witness the incident but Liverpool’s head 
steward Stephen Lawrence said he was 
‘shocked and appalled’ to see Southall with 
his head bowed and a ‘rigid’ body. 

Following the conviction, detective chief 
inspector Andy O’Connor, of Merseyside 
Police, said: “This was a despicable crime 
against a police officer visiting this city who 
was simply trying to go about her job and 
develop her skills.”

Keep store plea after sale of BHS chain 



Business leaders are urging BHS owners to keep Walsall’s town centre store open after the chain was sold for £1 


NEW BHS owners are being urged to keep its store in Wal¬ 
sall after the chain was sold for £1. The struggling retailer 
has been offloaded to the stockbroker-led consortium Re¬ 
tail Acquisitions. 

The sale has sparked fears over the future of BHS stores 
across the Black Country, including in Park Street. Walsall 
Council’s regeneration chief, councillor Mohammad Nazir, 
said: “BHS is a well known name. We want that to be a 


part of the town centre.” BHS has suffered heavy financial 
losses in recent years, including a £21m hit in 2014. 

Keith Smith, chairman of Retail Acquisitions, said: “This 
is a fantastic opportunity to breathe new life into this iconic 
British high street brand. 

“We are convinced that with strategic and focussed sup¬ 
port we will return BHS to profitability, and safeguard the 
workforce.” 


Appeal after sex attack 


A 26-YEAR-old woman was 
sexually assaulted as she cut 
through an alley in Wednes- 
bury.

A WALSALL woman has seen her horse gallop to success 
in a national competition.

Swimming

A £1M revamp at Walsall Gala Baths will see 
new water features, better changing rooms 
and a learner pool.

Cheers - raise a glass 
to brewery centenary 


THE brewing industry has 
changed dramatically over 
the last 100 years - but one 
of the Black Country’s best 
known firms remains as pop¬ 
ular as ever. 

Holden’s is celebrating its centenary 
year, and from humble beginnings the 
family-run business is now expanding 
as drinkers return to real ale. 

Although the equipment at its site 
has become more modern, bosses are 
keeping traditions alive despite seeing 
production soar. The essence of the 
brewing process remains the same as 
it has for decades, though the scale has 
increased. 

One of just 33 family-owned inde¬ 
pendent breweries in Britain with 20 
pubs across the Black Country, Hold¬ 
en’s expansion will see its base at the 
Park Inn, Sedgley Road, Woodsetton, 
extended and its ale production in¬ 
creased from 50,000 pints a week to 
75,000. 

A new tank room will be completed, 
increasing capacity by 50 per cent. 
New micro breweries such as the

Backyard Brewhouse in Brownhills 
are building up a reputation but the 
Holden family say few can match their 
history and pedigree. 

The extension has been built at the 
rear of the site, in George Street, and 
will see extra fermentation tanks in¬ 
stalled. 

Director Abi Kemp, whose 
great-grandmother Lucy was a driving 
force behind establishing the brewery 
in 1915, said: “It is a really exciting 
year for us and it’s lovely that we still 
have family members running the 
business. 

“We are moving forward but we 
are a family business with a lot of 
history. We want to celebrate the last 
100 years and give people the chance 
to learn about how the company has 
developed.” 

As part of the latest revamp, the 
old warehouses at The Park Inn were 
taken down and rebuilt, a new two sto¬ 
rey office block was constructed on the 


site of the old off licence, and 18 new 
tanks installed. A test kitchen, bottle 
store and office suite are also part of 
the three-storey development. 

Managing director Jonothan Holden 
said: “There has been a resurgence in 
the popularity of ales in recent time 
and this has been a massive benefit to 
us. This expansion is necessary for us 
to build on the business.” 

The brewery has a popular line of its 
own bottled beer now, but bosses say 
they want to keep focusing on draught 
in pubs to keep the industry going. 

The Park Inn is steeped in history, 
with photographs of the Holden fam¬ 
ily, their workers and changes to the 
brewery displayed through the pub. 

The brewery is hosting an open day 
on July 18 and 19 with guided tours 
and a mini beer festival. 

Among other plans to mark the 
centenary is an ale around each of 
the company’s 20 pubs. Those who 
complete the tour can then swap their 
completed card for Holden’s centenary 
memorabilia. And a new brew is being 
created in honour of former West Bro¬ 
mwich Albion hero Tony Brown, called 
Bomber Brown.

A FORMER footballer who has died at the 
age of 85, was described as the ‘perfect hus¬ 
band’ in a tribute from his widow. 

Forward Jack Hughes scored 10 goals in 44 games 
over three years with the Saddlers in the 1950s. 

He was remembered at Fellows Park his skill and drib¬ 
bling abilities. 

After retiring from football he went to work in steel fac¬ 
tory and lived with his wife -—- 


Janet in Greets Green, West 
Bromwich. 

She remembered going 
to watch her husband play 
in Walsall, despite actually 
being a West Bromwich Al¬ 
bion supporter herself. 

Mr Hughes died on Feb¬ 
ruary 23 from heart failure. 
He had been suffering with 
a long illness. His funeral 
service was held at West 
Bromwich Crematorium on 
Monday. 

Mrs Hughes said: “He was 
laid back. He wasn’t one for 
dashing up and down the 
field. He focused on accu¬ 
racy, he was very good at 
passing and heading.” 

Debut 

Mr Hughes was an instant 
hit at Walsall, scoring on his 
debut against Port Vale. 

He scored five more times 
in that first season, 1950/51. 

After leaving Walsall, he 
played in the lower leagues 
with Stourbridge, Worcester 
City and Evesham United. 

Among memories that 
stick out for Mrs Hughes 
was watching her husband 
play in a competition called 
the Festival of Britain, 
which was organised by 
the Football Association in 
1951. 

“I remember a game that 
took place as part of the 
Festival of Britain and he 
scored a goal in that game if 
I remember rightly.

“That is what sticks out 
in my mind,” she said. “He 
had a good height so was 
very good at heading the 
ball.” 

Mr Hughes was born in 
West Bromwich in 1929 and 
went to All Saints School in 
the town. His progress as a 
footballer was interrupted 
by national service. 

After leaving the army he 
signed on amateur forms for 
his home town team. 

But with first team op¬ 
portunities appearing slim, 
he left to join Walsall. 

Mr and Mrs Hughes mar¬ 
ried in 1952 and had two 
children, Jane and Jill. Mr 
Hughes also leaves four 
grandchildren and two great 
grandchildren. 

Mrs Hughes said: “He 
was a fantastic husband and 
a fantastic grandfather and 
great grandfather. He was 
the most reliable man.”

New hall is 
planned to 
add space 
for pupils 


A SCHOOL in Walsall had lodged plans to 
build a new multi-purpose hall and changing 
rooms after almost doubling the amount of 
pupils it takes in the past 60 years. 

The plans, which have been submitted are for 
Mayfield Preparatory School. The current school 
hall was built in the 1950s and has been described 


as ‘not fit for purpose’. 

The school, in Sutton 
Road, had around 120 pupils 
when the hall was built but 
there are now more than 
200 students. 

According to the plans, 
the new hall would have a 
sprung wooden floor and 
be used for indoor sports, 
music concerts, drama pro¬ 
ductions, parent workshops 
and prize-giving events. 

It would include tiered, 
retractable seating and 
there would be separate 
changing facilities for boys, 
girls, male and female staff. 

There would also be a 
reception area, toilets and 
a viewing gallery. A report 
lodged with the plans states: 
“The proposed multi-pur¬ 
pose hall is a necessity. The 
school has outgrown the ex¬ 
isting hall built in the 1950s. 
Mayfield Preparatory School 
needs a new school hall, a

new hub, a new facility to 
cater for the various and 
numerous activities which 
take place.” 

The report says that due 
to health and safety consid¬ 
erations, only half a class is 
able to do gymnastics in the 
hall at one time and pupils 
have to change in class¬ 
rooms for PE due to the lack 
of facilities. It added: “The 
school population has grown 
to over 200 pupils and 50 
part-time and full-time 
staff. At lunchtimes, there 
are three dinner sittings 
because there is not enough 
space for the whole school. 

“The school hall is just 
about large enough for 
whole school assemblies, 
but not large enough to ac¬ 
commodate children and 
parents.”

While most of the media world 
seems to have got caught up in the 
will-he-won’t-he tales involving David 
Cameron and the televised leadership 
debate he seems to be reluctant to 
participate in, Channel 4 has quietly 
been putting together Coalition, a 
drama about, you guessed it, the 
coalition.

Coalition focuses on the rise of Nick 
Clegg. In 2010, he was the leader of 
the Liberal Democrats, and barely 
anybody gave him a second thought - 
he certainly wasn’t regarded as a 
possibly major player. 


The station is no stranger to political 
dramas, having already backed such 
acclaimed shows as Mo, Complicit 
and The Deal. Sadly, it was also 
behind UKIP:The First 100 Days, the 
fictionalised documentary which 
received a bashing from critics and 
audiences alike when it was 
broadcast last month. 


However, Coalition promises to be 
rather more impressive. 

It’s been written by James Graham, 
who is sticking with politics for his 
next project - the stage play The 
Vote, which will form part of the 
Donmar Warehouse’s spring season; 


However, taking part in the UK’s 
first-ever televised leaders’ debate 
changed all that. Suddenly, thanks to 
an impassioned speech, he became 
an unlikely hero, someone who gave 
rivals David Cameron and Gordon 
Brown a wake-up call - or at least a 
kick up the backside. 

“I believe the way things are is not 
the way things have to be,” he 
famously stated. “We have a chance 
to do things differently for once.” 

Then, after the election, he was 
given the opportunity to form a 
coalition - and, as this drama reveals, 
Clegg’s moves at that time became 
one of the most influential and 
significant political decision of recent 
years. 

“In May 2010, British politics was

Clegg is played here by Bertie 
Carvel, who is in the midst of a big 
year career-wise - as well as 
Coalition, he is set to appear in the 
BBC’s eagerly awaited adaptation of 
Jonathan Strange & Mr Norrell. 

Ian Grieve plays outgoing Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown, a role he’s 
accustomed to after starring on stage 
in The Confessions of Gordon Brown, 
while Mark Dexter plays David 
Cameron.

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Invincible car a fine choice

Porsche’s range of GTS models 
are turning out to be the aces 
in the pack; now there’s a Cay¬ 
enne version to join the line up. 

The Cayenne has only just been 
updated, gaining internal and exter¬ 
nal tweaks, but in GTS form, it gets its 
own set of upgrades: there’s a unique 
exterior styling package, which in¬ 
cludes a body-coloured styling kit, 
larger matte-finished alloy wheels and 
GTS badging. 

Mechanically, the GTS gets a new tur¬ 
bocharged V6 engine to replace the old 
naturally aspirated V8, a sports exhaust 
system, unique suspension tune and some 
tasty interior kit including Alcantara trim 
and sports seats. 

Where once the Cayenne was some¬ 
thing of an acquired taste, it’s hard not to 
find the latest model’s design pleasing to 



the eye. It certainly looks its sharpest in 
GTS form; the body-coloured lower sec¬ 
tion gives it better stance and hides its bulk 
well. 

Its image is all the better for the GTS 
makeover too, although even now it’s not 
a car for the shy, retiring type. When you’re 
behind the wheel, it’s hard not to feel like a 
success, which is precisely why it’s such a 
popular choice. 

Best 

The GTS makes no compromises over 
the standard car in respect of space for 
passengers or luggage, so you can expect 
plenty of both. In fact the Cayenne offers 
one of the best cabins in the business; the 
seats are superbly supportive and com¬ 
fortable with a huge range of adjustment, 
there’s plenty of space front and rear and 
the boot can carry a stack of suitcases 
happily. Although it’s unlikely to ever ven¬ 
ture off-road, it’s more than capable of 
getting you out of a sticky situation, even 
though the GTS isn’t the best version for 
such adventures. 

The biggest change for this latest GTS is 
the switch to turbocharged power, an inev¬ 
itable result of the quest for improved emis¬ 
sions and economy. On the one hand, you 
do lose a little of the character of the old 
V8 engine, but in truth the V6 still sounds 
good, offers more power and torque and 
better fuel consumption. 

Like pretty much every Porsche these 
days, all the mechanical elements blend 
together beautifully to create a car that just 
feels right when you’re behind the wheel. 
The engine is powerful and flexible, the 
gearbox smooth but rapid-shifting when 
required and it handles with incredible

verve and precision for a car of this size. 
On a frozen test track in northern Sweden, 
the GTS drifted and danced its way along 
the treacherous surface with zero fuss. Yet 
it’s still superbly comfortable when driven 
normally and can tackle long distances 
with ease. 

The Cayenne GTS isn’t a cheap car of 
course, but compared to the Cayenne S, 
on which it is based, you get a lot more 
for your extra cash. The more powerful 
engine, uprated brakes and suspension, 
smart bodykit and bigger alloy wheels 
are all worthwhile upgrades, while inside 


there’s lots of Alcantara and those lovely 
sports seats all as standard. 

Who would buy it? Many buyers of the 
Cayenne are Porsche fans who find that 
the firm’s smaller cars no longer fit in with 
their lifestyle, so the Cayenne is a genu¬ 
ine jack of all trades; families will love it, 
couples will love the fact that it is comfort¬ 
able but also capable of towing, and even 
if you’re stuck in the city, the high driving 
position and presence takes the strain out 
of stop-start traffic. The short answer then 
is anyone who can afford it.

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A6 Allroad a standout model

Audi has given the already suc¬ 
cessful A6 Allroad a better spec 
as well as increased perfor¬ 
mance and improved efficiency. 

The A6 has always been one of 
my favourites in the Audi range, now 
the availability of Quattro permanent 
all-wheel-drive makes this model a 
stand-out option. 

Improvements include a range of new 
and improved optional technologies like 
Matrix beam LED headlights which adapt 
automatically to the car’s surroundings; 
Audi Connect that lets driver and passen¬ 
gers access the internet and top of the 
range MMI Satellite Navigation which in¬ 
cludes picture book navigation. 

Climate control has been improved with 
digital display as standard and the Allroad 
gets double glazing for windscreen and 


front windows to improve the acoustics in 
the cabin. 

C02 level targets have been improved 
on the range thanks to gearbox changes, 
start-stop system improvements and light¬ 
er springs meaning that the 3.0TDi Quattro 
S Tronic on test achieved 149g/km - a re¬ 
duction of 16g/km. 

Fed by a seven-speed gearbox the All¬ 
road has a top speed of 155mph, went 
from 0-62mph in 6.2seconds and standing 
on stylish 20” alloys averaged 50.4mpg. 

This 4x4 offering won’t take you charg¬ 
ing up mountains but it does stick like 
glue, even in the wet, thanks to adjustable 
suspension. There’s probably a bit more 
roll than on the saloon model but there’s 
a comfortable ride and an elevated driving 
position. 

Audi has given the Allroad a more mus¬ 
cular appearance too, thanks to extended 
wheel arches and the raised stance and 
impressive looking wheels.

and while Audi stands out as the quality 
benchmark it does all come at a price. 

The model on test starts at £46,000 
but the extras on board added another 
£22,000 which made it a tad on the pricey 
side at £68,140. You pay extra for Quattro, 
Head-up display, the 20” alloys, electric 
seats, LED headlights, speed limit display, 
privacy glass and the panoramic sunroof. 

You’ll also have to dig deep to fund a 
leather package BOSE surround system, 
night vision assist, Navigation Plus, Audi 
Connect, cruise control, side assist, lane 
assist, heated mirrors and heated mirrors. 

But all Audi buyers will know they get 


what they pay for and residual values are 
outstanding on the entire range.

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Citroen C4 
now even 
better after 
an upgrade

Citroen used to be a byword for comfort, and 
we loved it for that. The firm is finally moving 
back in that direction, and the new C4 is at 
the forefront. 

The C4 has a lot going for it, but upgrades were 
needed for it to stay with the pack. Tweaks to the 
headlights and styling details are more or less the 
extent of the exterior changes, but quality is on an 
upward trend with new technology and media inter¬ 
face options. 

Citroen is quickly rejuvenating an identity: comfort. The 
press release accompanying the car’s launch is crammed 
full of the word. Citroen is really beginning to feel like a dif¬ 
ferent brand from its sister company Peugeot - and that’s 
good news for both. 

The C4 has what you’d call an aggressively French front 
end. Steeply angled headlight clusters give off an angry 
vibe, but the rest of the shape is pretty warm and fuzzy. 

It’s a good-looking car but you’d have a tough time argu¬ 
ing that it matches class leaders for image. 

On the other hand, Citroen is doing everything it can to 
make its brand identity synonymous with comfort. Soon 
enough the French firm hopes that anyone looking for a 
comfortable everyday car will make Citroen their first stop. 

You can’t argue with the numbers: the C4 has comfortably 
the biggest boot among its direct rivals at 408 litres. That’s 
seven percent or 28 litres bigger than a Volkswagen Golf’s. 
The Skoda Octavia’s is bigger again, but that’s a much 
longer car. 

In the front door pockets you’ll find space for those 
chunky 1.5-litre drinks bottles you find at motorway service 
stations and takeaways. 

The glove box can fit many gloves in it, too, and the only 
real oversight is that when you pull the floor-mounted lug¬ 
gage net in the boot upwards, it can bring the whole floor 
with it. 


Impression 

The petrol and diesel models are surprisingly different to 
drive. The lighter petrol engine links to an over-light, elas¬ 
tic-feeling steering set-up that doesn’t inspire confidence, 
but the diesel’s calibration is more linear, more predictable 
and gives you the impression of more feel. 

In total opposition to Peugeot’s approach with the 308, 
the C4’s steering is snail-slow. It takes more turning action 
to get this car turned in - an impression exaggerated by the 
huge steering wheel. 

The new automated manual gearbox is, thankfully, a vast 
improvement over previous units. You’d seriously consider 
buying one, now. 

This C4 rides very well, too, especially over smoothly un¬ 
dulating folds in the road. Flex in the suspension means that 
sharper bumps can knock it slightly off its line, especially in 
corners, but not by an exceptional amount. 

The C4 is a decently refined cruiser, especially for such a 
relatively reasonable asking price. 

Seeing the range top out at a whisker over £20,000 is a 
surprise. Rivals cost significantly more and you’d argue that 
there’s not much about the C4, in high-end Flair trim at least, 
that feels particularly cheap. You get a lot of space for your 
pound, too, and especially in the case of the diesel you get 
super-low running costs. 

A family that prioritises comfort and budget would love 
the C4. Five useful seats, lots of standard safety equipment 
and even more on the options list make it a very handy fam¬ 
ily bus. 

But it’s also a confident cruiser and will return decent fuel 
economy if driven steadily, so company car buyers might 
want to take a look.

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Do we really need more gears?

Car makers are moving rapidly 
towards smaller engines in the 
search for greater efficiency 
and lower emissions. Hand in 
hand with this development has 
been an increase in the number 
of gears we find in the average 
car’s gearbox. 

Where once we were used to four 
speeds in a manual transmission and 
three in an auto, or four if you were 
buying at the very premium end of the 
scale, this is very old hat now. Today, 
six-speed manuals are the norm, with 
Porsche pushing this to seven for its 
latest 911. 

As for automatic gearboxes, which have 
also evolved into dual-clutch transmissions 
for improved economy and seamless gear 
shifts, it’s not uncommon to have six, sev¬ 
en, eight or even nine ratios to play with. 

Some car makers are already looking 
at 10 and even 11-speed auto and du¬ 
al-clutch gearboxes. 

While this might be fine for a push bike, 
where the effort comes from the human 
rider and has to account for limited power 
and many different types of road condition, 
do we really need this many gears in a car? 

Would we be better off with fewer gears 
and cars that just get on with what we want 
them to do rather than constantly chop¬ 
ping and changing gear? 

First, the case for an increased number 
of gears. There are two main reasons for 
more gears: greater fuel economy and 


lower emissions. To keep the engine in 
a sweet spot of power at reasonably low 
revs, you need lots of gears to account for 
varying conditions, and it also means you 
can use a smaller, more efficient engine to 
add to your savings. 

There is another reason for car com¬ 
panies moving to more gears and that is 
simply marketing. More means more, so 
the more gears as a car has, the better it 
is, right? 

Well, most people who have driven Por¬ 
sche’s latest seven-speed manual gear¬ 
box may well disagree and would prefer 
a six-speeder. So, the case for more gears 
is as complex as the design of a gearbox 
itself. 

Limited 

The case for a return to fewer gears also 
stems from economy. 

While larger luxury cars have the space 
to accommodates transmissions with lots 
of gears, smaller cars are much more limit¬ 
ed in the space they can offer to mechani¬ 
cal components. 

Adding more gears might help econo¬ 
my, but if it impacts on passenger space 
and practicality, it becomes a pointless 
saving when the car cannot perform the 
function it was intended for. 

Also, more gears mean more weight and 
this has a far greater impact in smaller cars 
than larger ones. 

In the average supermini, would most 
drivers really notice if they ‘only’ had four 
gears to select from instead of six? 

If those four gears’ ratios were chosen 
to offer nippy acceleration in town and re¬ 
laxed motorway cruising, we’d all be hap¬ 
py- 

Another option is the CVT (continuously

variable transmission) gearbox. It uses var¬ 
iable diameter pulleys to deliver an almost 
infinite number of ratios, which in theory is 
the best choice. 

However, these have not proved popu¬ 
lar as they make the engine rev hard and 
make it drone to get up to speed, acceler¬ 
ation is not as brisk as in most autos and 
fuel economy is not usually as good as a 
manual or auto gearbox. 


There is some hope on the horizon for 
those who want fewer gears. Many ex¬ 
perts in the auto industry predict cars will 
become more and more tailored to individ¬ 
uals needs, so as well as the retro looks 
of many cars, we could see retro-style en¬ 
gineering where cars have only a few well 
chosen gears for drivers to enjoy. 

Or you could just buy an older car and 
drive that.

Villa, who had scored only four Premier League 
goals on the road all season, doubled their tally in¬ 
side 44 remarkable minutes. 

And but for a glaring miss by Scott Sinclair, they 
could have led 5-0 at the break. 

However, doubles from Benteke - his first ended 
a 614-minute wait for a league away goal - and Ag¬ 
bonlahor gave them a commanding lead they never 
looked like surrendering. 

That left Poyet, who was confronted by angry 
supporters close to his dug-out, to walk the gaunt¬ 
let. Locals among a crowd of 45,746 - the biggest 
of the season at the Stadium of Light - voted with 
their feet, many leaving long before the final whis¬ 
tle. 

Villa’s third successive win, two of them in the 
league after seven defeats on the trot, eased Tim 
Sherwood’s men further clear of the drop zone.

A mass walk-out which had started after the sec¬ 
ond goal grew in size and several fans had to be led 
away by stewards after heading towards the dug-out 
to berate Poyet. 

But their pain was far from over and Benteke ex¬ 
tended the lead a minute before the break when he 
powered a header home from another Bacuna cross. 

The half-time boos were deafening, and were re¬ 
peated as Sunderland started the second half with 
only 10 players, Sebastian Larsson missing the 
opening three and a half minutes. It looked ama¬ 
teurish, but the player had been having stitches to 
a deep cut. 

Sunderland were significantly better after the 
break, but caused Villa keeper Brad Guzan little 
difficulty. 

Larsson’s curling 68th-minute free-kick flew just 
wide, and Steven Fletcher was unfortunate to see 
his 81st-minute effort come back off a post.

A less tolerant portion would cut the debate 
short, given Grigg’s acrimonious departure and 
the cult hero status enjoyed by new-boy Brad¬ 
shaw. 

Whatever the answer, there can be no doubt¬ 
ing that the Welshman merits more praise for his 
tally than his predecessor did for his. 

The reason for that is simple - Bradshaw has 
banged in the goals playing for a much poorer 
Walsall side than Grigg did. Bradshaw does not 
have the luxury of a Championship player in wait¬ 
ing in Jamie Paterson or a winger in the form of 
his life in Febian Brandy setting up countless 
chances. 

Belittle 

That’s not to belittle Bradshaw’s support at¬ 
tackers. But Grigg was - certainly for a Walsall 
forward - a tad spoiled. And many of his goals 
came from the penalty spot. 

On top of that come Bradshaw’s injury woes, 
without which he would surely have dwarfed the 
Northern Irishman’s tally by now. 

None of the above is meant to decry Grigg who, 
after a miserable season individually atcrent- 
ford, has once again hit the goal trail with MK. 

Much like Bradshaw - who nodded an 
eighth-minute header into an empty net after 
Dons keeper David Martin had gone walkabout 
under an Andy Taylor cross - Grigg could hardly 
miss his goal. 

But, like Bradshaw, he was in the right place. 
Grigg anticipated that Dean Bowditch would drill 
his centre into the six-yard box after beating the 
otherwise-excellent Ben Purkiss and the Dons’ 
loan man duly poked home. 

It was virtually the only time the Walsall de¬ 
fence - marshalled by the excellent Paul Downing

notable occasions came either side of Grigg’s goal.
